In Secrecy 


MOSCOW 
(UPI) 
- Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro returned 
to Havana today in secrecy at 
the end of a 10-day visit to the 
Soviet 
Union 
in 
which 
he 
backed publicly in its dispute 
with Red China. 
Moscow Radio said the Cub'M 
leader flew from Kiev in the 
Ukraine by way of Murmansk 
to 
Havana 
aboard 
a 
giant 
TUI 14 jetliner. The broadcast 
said the plane reached Havana 
at 8:40 a m. EST 
The radio station said that 
Castro received a farewell em ­ 
brace and a kiss from Khrush­ 
chev at the airport in Kiev. 
Khrushchev had good reason 
to be pleased with Castro s trip 
here, the second he has made 
in eight months. 
Castro gave Khrushchev sig­ 
nificant public backing in his 
ideological fight with Peking by 
condemning 
splinter 
rn o v e- 
ments among foreign Commu­ 
nist parties. 
Some of the world’s OO Com­ 
munist 
parties 
have 
become 
split into factions siding with 
both disputing powers in the 
Communist ideological dispute. 
Castro’s support for the So­ 
viet position was made known 
in a joint Soviet-Cuban commu­ 
nique. the full text of which 
was published by the Commu­ 
nist party organ Pravda today. 
The 
communique, 
summing 
up the official part of Castro’s 
visit to the Soviet Union, gave 
details of a new trade pact un­ 
der which Russia has pledged 
to buy $2.5 billion worth of Cu­ 
ban 
sugar with Soviet goods 
over a six-year period. 
Western diplomats said Cas­ 
tro appeared to have 
swung 
strongly toward the Kremlin’s 
position in its ideological and 
political dispute with Commu­ 
nist China, but did not pledge 
total commitment. 
Prior to his visit which began 
earlier this month. Castro pub­ 
licly tended toward neutrality 
in the Moscow-Peking quarrel. 
The dispute centers on the Red 
Chinese rejection of Soviet Pic- 
mier 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev’s 
policy of peaceful coexistence 
with the West. 
The communique, released by 
the official Tass news agency 
Wednesday night and published 
in 
today’s 
newspapers, 
said 
Castro is 
ready 
to 
establish 
“ good neighbor relations” with 
the United States. It added a 
warning that Russia would help 
Cuba ‘‘with all means at its dis­ 
posal” in the event of an Amer­ 
ican attack on the island nation 
90 miles off the coast of Flor­ 
ida.

Morrisville Druggist Quit Selling Cigarets IO Yrs. Ago

I walked into Burns’ P h a r­ 
macy in Morrisville the other 
day and asked the man in the 
white jacket, “ Do you sell cigar­ 
ettes?” 
“ No,” said J o h n M. Burns, 
53, 
of 
14 
Red 
Berry 
Road, 
Red Rose Gate, Levittown, own­ 
er of the drug store at N. Penn­ 
sylvania Ave. at Union St. 
“ T h at’s what I’d heard,” this 
reporter said. 
“ Yep, I cut 'em out years 
ago,” he said. 
“ Why?” 
“ Harmful Then” 
“ They were just as harmful 
then as they are now,” replied 
Burns, with a sparkle of hum or 
in his voice. This reporter, who 
had been assigned to go find 
out why, had doused a cigarette 
upon 
approaching the hill-top 
drugstore. 
Specifically, the U.S. Surgeon 
G eneral’s report linking cigar­ 
ette smoking with health haz­ 
ards, had been released only a 
week ago, 
and 
here 
was 
a 
Morrisville man who had quit 
selling 
them 
y e a r s 
before. 
Why? 
Said Burns: “ When I was in 
pharm acy school in the 1930s, 
as an experiment we used to 
test smoking and non-smoking 


cars on the train from Trenton 
to Philadelphia. 
Collected Samples 
“ On one trip, we used to take 
agar plates and collect bacteria 
in the smoking c a r,” said he. 
“ and on the next trip, we’d col­ 
lect samples of the air in the 
non-smoking ca rs.” 
The ag a r p l a t e , he quickly 
explained, is a glass plate with 
a sticky substance on it which 
picks up particles in the air. 
He also chuckled, “ Of course, 
this was b a c k in the years 
when the trains still had some 
non-smoking and some smoking 
cars. Now, if s different.” 
At any rate, Burns said as 
an experim ent 
when 
a 
p h ar­ 
m acy student, he learned just 
what the difference is in the 
air breathed by smokers and 
non-smokers. 
Grew and Grew 
“ We discovered, after putting 
the plates in an incubator, that 
bacteria from the smoking cars 
grew and grew at a trem endous 
increase over the air from the 
non-smoking car. The bacteria 
actually developed in little col­ 
onies,” 
he 
said, 
“ and 
we 
studied 
it 
under 
the 
m icro­ 
scope. I 
was 
very 
impressed 
by the results.” 
“ Did 
you give up smoking 
then?” 
“ No,” 
he 
confessed. 
“ But 


you 
know 
young 
people, 
it 
takes them a 
while 
to 
start 
practicing w hat they’ve learn­ 
ed.” But, 
when 
he 
becam e 
m ore m ature, he said he al­ 
ways rem em bered the experi­ 
ment, and finally did give up 
smoking. 
“ Harmful D am age” 
“ As a result of this experi­ 
m ent,” Burns said. “ I discov­ 
ered early in life that tobacco 
smoke c a r r i e s along with it 
bacteria that could cause a lot 
of harmful dam age to the p e r­ 
son.” 
Burns, who 
was 
born 
and 
raised 
in 
Morrisville, 
g rad u ­ 
ated 
from 
Morrisville 
High 
School and received his p h ar­ 
m acy degree from the Phila­ 
delphia College of 
P harm acy 
and Surgery. He is m arried to 
the form er Annette Elhoff, also 
of Morrisville. They have two 
grown daughters. 
Levittown Residents 
Burns opened his pharm acy 
in Morrisville about 1950 and 
has lived 
in 
Levittown 
since 
then. He said he stopped selling 
cigarettes 
and 
tobacco 
prod­ 
ucts shortly after opening his 
store. 
Asked if having quit selling 
cigarettes had affected his bus­ 
iness, Burns replied, “ There is 
no noticeable effect. I can ’t say 
we might not do better if we

did sell them. But, I think it 
may have 
actually 
increased 
our prescription work, because 
without tobacco sales, it makes 
the drugstore look more like a 
pharm acy.” 
Asked what he though about 
the Surgeon G eneral’s report. 
Burns replied, “ I knew it all 
along.” 
Burns said he had been rea d ­ 
ing 
about 
the 
early 
reports 
linking cancer and cigarettes. 
He said 
m any 
of 
the 
early 
findings, later incorporated in 
the Surgeon G eneral’'' 
report, 
had been available 
at 
places 
like the P u b I i c Library in 
Trenton and he had kept up 
w i t h developments. “ Anyone 
could have 
read 
them ,” 
he 
said. 
Burns 
said 
that 
youngsters 
from school used to come into 
his fountain s e c t i o n , sit and 
have a coke and a cigarette. It 
suddenly struck him. he said, 
that 
these 
youths 
were 
just 
learning to smoke. 
“ It seemed to be the right 
thing to do, it seemed to be m> 
sm all contribution toward p re ­ 
venting them from becoming ad­ 
dicted. to stop selling tobacco 
products,” Burns said. He said 
finally he di quit selling them in 
about 1950-51. 
“ I discovered, 
after cutting 
out 
cigarettes." 
Burns 
said. 


“ that the school children still 
cam e in and bought cokes, but 
without 
h a v i n g 
cigarettes 
handy, 
many 
of 
them 
quit 
smoking.” 
"I wouldn’t stop them from 
smoking,” he said. “ but I at 
least wouldn’t help contribute 
to 
their 
habit-forming 
p rac­ 
tices.” 
Burns, who gave up smoking 
about the same time. said his 
adult customers used to come 
in 
and 
ask 
for 
cigarettes. 
“ When I told them I’d quit sell­ 
ing them, 
they 
were 
mostly 
surprised. 
“ Every once in a while.” he 
said, “ someone comes by and 
asks for cigarettes. When I tell 
them, 
‘S o r r y, 
I 
don’t 
sell 
them .’ 
they 
sometimes 
a^k. 
‘What 
kind 
of 
drugstore 
is 
this?’ and stomp out. 
“ We’re just 
a 
drugstore 
to 
keep you healthy,’ ’ 
B u r n s 
said. 
Burns said his wife doesn't 
smoke but confesses that his 
two daughters have both been 
smokers, l inda.
